SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

During  the  year,  7 new  houses  were  erected,  all  of  which 
were  afforded  main  water  supply,  5 by  the  East  Grinstead  Gas  & Water 
Company,  and  2 by  the  Place  land  Pure  Water  Supply. 

The  East  Grinstead  Gas  & Water  Company  draws  its  water 
from  two  wells,  one  at  Hackenden  and  the  other  at  Forest  Row.  The 
water  is  chemically  treated,  limed  and  aerated  to  reduce  the  iron 
content,  and  lightly  chlorinated  as  a precautionary  measure.  This 
treatment  is  automatically  controlled, 

Vifeekly  tests,  chemical  and  bacteriological,  are  made  from 
each  well  in  the  Company’s  own  laboratory.  Confirmatory  tests  are 
made  monthly  at  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health,  each  water  being 
tested  bi-monthly.  These  reports  are  available  for  examination  by 
an  officer  of  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  Urban  District 
Council,  and  have  been  consistently  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Of  the  7 new  houses  erected  during  the  year,  one  was 
afforded  cesspool  drainage  in  the  absence  of  available  main  sewerage. 


Public  ClGansln^ 

•Ihvi' -dry 'refuse  from  private  houses  was  collected  by  the 
Council  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Eden  Vale 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  until  the  end  of  March.  The  Council's  refuse 
destructor  plant  at  East  Grinstead  was  then  re-opened,  after  being 
overhauled  and  repaired,  and  the  dry  refuse  was  disposed  of  there.
